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Out  of  the  dawn  of  the  Atomic  Age,  a  new  and  determined  personality  emerged  upon  the  American 
scene — the  returning  veteran  of  World  War  II.  Back  to  their  homes  and  families,  to  their  jobs  and  careers, 
back  to  their  college  classes  came  these  men  and  women. 

To  those  veterans,  who  returned  to  S.F.A.,  as  well  as  virtually  every  other  college  throughout  the 
nation,  complex  problems — stubborn  barriers  to  their  welfare  and  rehabilitation,  confronted  them  con- 
stantly. Thus,  it  was  out  of  the  necessity  to  combat  this  situation  that  veterans'  organizations  were  born  in 
innumerable  American  institutions. 

The  VETERANS'  ASSOCIATION  OF  S.F.A.  was  formed  in  February,  1946.  Earlier  in  the  year,  college 
officials  had  corresponded  with  Brooklyn  Polytechnic  Institute,  which  was  sponsoring  such  groups  in  many 
schools;  and,  the  necessary  information  for  creating  the  association  was  obtained. 

A  meeting,  of  all  veterans  attending  S.F.A.  at  that  time,  was  called  for  the  purpose  of  electing  officers 
and  formulating  a  definite  policy.  At  this  meeting  Earl  Elliott  was  chosen  to  be  the  ASSOCIATION'S  first 
president.  A  vice-president,  secretary-treasurer,  college  commission  representative,  sergeant-at-arms, 
reporter  and  three  executive  committee  members  were  also  elected. 

The  VETERANS'  ASSOCIATION  was  created  with  a  two-fold  purpose  in  view:  "First,  it  shall  aid  all 
veterans,  who  are  enrolled  at  S.F.A.,  in  a  complete  rehabilitation  program;  and,  second,  it  will  enable  the 
college  veterans  to  gather  together  socially  and  culturally  to  promote  good  will  and  the  general  welfare  of 
this  group." 

During  the  brief  period,  since  its  formation,  the  ASSOCIATION  has  become  one  of  the  most  active  clubs 
on  the  campus.  Plans  have  been  made  and  inaugurated  to  cope  with  the  more  pressing  problems  facing 
the  ex-GI's — inadeguate  housing  facilities,  high  costs  of  living,  and  rehabilitation  difficulties.  And,  in 
carrying  out  this  tremendous  undertaking,  the  combined  efforts  of  every  veteran  have  been  fully  utilized — ■ 
"One  for  all  and  all  for  one."  E.  W.  Gaston,  Reporter.
